cital  of  liis  return  tour  in  the  Holy  L  ind  and 
the  hope  held  out  hy  Mehernet  All,  that  ho 
would  facilitate  the  return  of  the  Jews  to  Pa¬ 
lestine  :  and  then  we  knew  that,  in  some  way, 
the  Lord  would  bring  them  under  the  leach¬ 
ing  of  the  go>,’>f  I,  and  gather  them  into  hi.s 
fold.  But  not  for  a  hIoo<l-stained  |t;iyriim  ty¬ 
rant  was  tlie  glory  reserved  of  even  opening 
a  way  for  the  return  :  No — England,  favor¬ 
ed,  pardoned  I'niglarul,  was  chosen  for  llie 
work;  led  on  to  it  hy  the  mo.st  Christian  king 
that  ever  slied  lu.slre  on  the  crown  he  wore. 
Pni.ssia  and  England — the  Eagle  and  the 
Lion — take  the  lead,  Prus.sia  fii^t,  for,  sailli 
the  Lord,  “  T’licrn  that  honour  me,  I  w  ill 
honour;”  and  never  pcrhaj).s  was  tlie  Lord  so 
singularly  honoured  hy  the  public  unreserved 
devotion  of  a  Royal  Servant  to  his  name  and 
cause,  as  at  the  inauguration  of  Frederick. 
To  him  of  right — a  right  derived  from  the 
free  promises  of  (tod’s  grace — belonged  the 
praise  and  the  lioriour  of  being  foremost  in  the 
glorious  work  :  and  that  England  was  cliosen 
to  take  tlie  second  part,  “  Not  unto  us,  O 
Lord  !  not  unto  us,  but  unto  thy  nume,  be  the 
praise.” 

Wc  were  summoned  to  the  chapel;  the 
service  proceeded,  as  far  as  the  end  of  the 
morning  [iraycrs ;  and  then  it  was  a  beautiful 
sight,  to  see  that  truly  venerable  Archbi¬ 
shop  advancing  to  the  Eastern  end,  where 
he  sat  enthroned  within  the  rail.s  of  tlio 
communion  table,  (in  Popish  days  call 
e<l  tlic  altar)  while  his  two  chaplain.-* 
stood  near,  and  around  were  seated  the  Bi¬ 
shops  of  London,  Rochester  and  New  Zea¬ 
land.
